Afghan troops sent to 
the United States for 
training have disappeared 
from Joint Base San Anto- 
nio in higher numbers 
than from any other mil- 
itary installation in the 
country, a federal watch- 
dog agency has found. 

Sixty of the 152 Afghan 
personnel who went ab- 
sent without leave in the 
U.S. between 2005 and 
March of this year fled 
from Lackland AFB or 
Fort Sam Houston, ac- 
cording to a recent report 
by the Special Inspector 
General for Afghanistan 
Reconstruction. 

Afghan trainees desert- 
ed at an overall rate of 
about one a month and 
accounted for almost half 
the 320 foreign military 
personnel who slipped 
away from two dozen 
bases across the country. 

Some 6 percent of all 
Afghans enrolled in train- 
ing programs later ab- 
sconded, compared with a 
collective 0.07 percent of 
those from Iraq, Turkey, 
Yemen and other coun-
